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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens and School Board of Chatham: 


I have the honor of making this my third Annual Report 
of the work and condition of your schools. 


There are 42 pupils in the three schools, as follows: 16 
pupils in the North Chatham school, 12 pupils in the Center 
school and 14 in the Green Hill school. The pupils are do- 
ing good work, and I hope, with the help of the teachers, to 
get them all properly graded this year. 


Chatham is fortunate in having such able teachers re- 
siding in the Town, and I hope to interest them in the work 
so that they mav remain and make themselves still more 
useful to the pupils and patrons of the schools. A teacher 
that remains but a short time cannot be as useful as one 
who knows the needs of the pupils and the community. 


Last vear we had 36 weeks school, as required by law. 
During the Fall term. a meeting of all the schools was held 
at the Town House at the Center, to which the parents were 
invited. The house was filled and a fine program was 
given, consisting mostlv of the regular school work. The 
pupils showed that they had made good progress. Special 
mention should be made of the work in numbers. Two of 
the pupils were especially proficient in rapid oral compu- 
tation, and I doubt if two pupils can be found of the same 
age to excel them in rapid accurate work. Commissioner 
E. W. Butterfield was present, and at the close of the rec- 
itations, gave a very helpful and encouraging address. 


The schoolhouse at Green Hill has been remodelled, and 
new seats purchased. The schoolhouse at the Center 
should next be repaired, and made to meet the requirement 
of standard schoolhouses. 


Again I wish to thank you all for vour co-operation in 
making your schools a credit to New Hampshire.
